Clark avenue. 

The marriage took place Feb. 8, follow- 
ing a brief courtship. When Fanger pre- 
sented his bride to his mother, Mrs. Joseph 
Fanger, at her home, 1216 Missouri ave- 
nue, it is said she fainted, but later seemed | 
reconciled to the unign. , 

The next day Fanger and his bride went 
to live at the home of her aunt, Mrs. Jul- 
fan Laurent, two doors from the Fanger 
home, and it was here that Fanger packed 
his clothing the morning of Feb. 22, took 
$85, all the money he had, and left. 

Since then the wife, prostrated by his ab- 
sence, has heard nothing from her husband, 
and, one week ago, she appealed to the 
Post-Dispatch to aid in finding him.

Supreme Court Rules Against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad 
Combine. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The case of the 
interstate commerce/commission vs. Baird, 
commonly known as the anthracite coal 
case,» was decided by the supreme court of 


the United States today in favor of the 
contentions of the commission, the decigion 
of the United States circuit court for the 
southern district of New York being re- 
versed. 

This is-the case instituted before the com- 
mission by ‘ Hearst of New York, 
who alleged discrimination. by .the railroad 
companies which reached e anthracite 
coal mines in Penrsylvania, During the 
hearing some of the witnesses refused to 
Groseee certain contracts bearing on the 
usinegs of the railroad companies and the 
coal mines, which action was upheld by the 
circuit court of New ‘York. ‘The United 
States supreme court held that the con- 
tracts should have been supplied. The 
opinion was | handed down by Justice Day.

Patters. above all things, should acquire 


versatility. : 

The hitting game reduces to a duel be- 
tween pitcher and batsman, in which each 
is studying the peculiarity, strength and 
wenknerses of the otHer. 

The less individuality a batter has, and 
the more variety to his method, the more 

of a puzzle he is to the pitcher. 

If you find you have an especial weak-. 
ness, practice until you have overcome it. 
If you find yourself developing a tendency to 
do some one thing under certain conditions, 
fight against it, or the pitchers will surely 
learn about it and work you through it. 

For example: It is customary for bats- 
men to let the first ball pass. If the pitcher 
has reason to believe you will do this regu- 
lariy, he will lay it straight over. 

If, however, you sometimes let it pass, 
and sometimes hit at it, he is uncertain 
about you, and generally will take no 
chances on laying over a straight one for 
you. As it is harder to curve one over, you 
score one point against him. 

Wherever a batsman can do the unex- 
pected without violating the best usages 
of the game or injuring the chances of base 
runners, he ought to do that which the 
pitcher has reason to believe he will not 


do. 


WHAT POSITION IS NEEDED. 


In starting out to develop bis batting a 
player “Should remember all these points. 
Before applying them, however, he must be 
sure of his rudiments. 

The most important things for a bats- 
man to acquire ‘at the outset of his career 
are: 

1. A correct position at the plate. 

®°9 A perfect poise on his foot, adapted 
both to a clean, sharp sewing and a quick 
start for first. 

3. A method of meeting the ball with the 
bat. so as to get the maximum amount of 
force into the drive, with the minimum of 
body derangement. 

As to thé first, the most scientific batters 
in the country--Keeler, McGraw, Burkett, 
La Joie and others—stand close up to the 
inside line of the box, with the end of 
the bat, when extended, well covering the’ 
plate. 

The nearness to the plate of the batter 
deperids on his reach and the length of 
heme In general @ bat should be of such 


forward with the least possibile effort. 
Aliso don't lean in such a way that you 
cannot swing the bat to best advantage. 

The accepted position is to stand straight 
up, with both feet together, the bat well 
back to the left shoulder, but not rest- 
ing there. 

In this position, if you think the pitcher 
is going to send up a wide shoot, you are 
in position to step to the forward end of 
the box and meet the ball before it has a 
chance to break or curve to its fullest 
extent. This is an important point, and 
has netted good results to batters like Mc- 
Graw, Keeler and Burkett. 

In this position, too, the pitcher cannot 
possibly figure out whether you are going 
to bunt or drive it out. There .is nothing 
in your poisé to indicate what you are go- 
ing -to do, and your poise is equally 
adapted to try any one of several batting 
features: You can Swing down on a ball. 
hit up at it, or drive straight into its line 
of delivery, according to your needs. Then, 
the moment the ball is off the bat, you 
are in the best possible position for a dash 
to first, provided you have not sw ung your- 
self off your feet. 


THIS FAULT OF PITCHERS. 


This is a fault with some batters, chiefly 
pitchers. 


No batsman can consider himself a fin- 
ished hitter until he can do the following 
things: 

1, Bunt to either first or third. 

.2. Drive out a long fly. 

3. “Place” a good percenatge of hits. 

Few batters have mastered the bunt. 
This play is made by slipping one hand up 
on the bat, to steady your hold, and meet- 
ing the ball in such a manher as to stop its 
progress as nearly ‘‘dead’’ as possible. 


There is a slight backward motion to the 
bat as the ball strikes it. If the bat is 
held still the reaction will send the ball 
into the infield too fast. 


Some bunters whirl the bat around, as the 
ball is pitched and interpose the handle to 
the ball. This is unnecessary, as a bunt 
can be made more scientifically and more 
accurately with the big end of the bat. 

A bunt toward first base is seldom of any 
use except for sacrifice purposes. The best 
bunt is that which drops the ball “‘still,” a 
few feet from the plate. It goes for a 
safe bunt in nearly every case. 

Hitting long flies to the outfield is a use- 
ful and not an easy accomplishment. The 
tendency to ground the ball or hit it too 
Straight into the air is hard to get away 
from. Just when they are wanted, too, the 
pitcher takes care you get a hard ball to 
hit in this fashion. A good batter should 
be able to Knock out a long fly with rea- 
sonable certainty. It is a desirable faculty

Placing the hits represents the acme of 
batting which only a study of batting and 
pitchers, combined with long practice, can 
get. If you can acquire the faculty you 
are fortunate. 


WAITING GAME IS BAD. 


It is the duty of a batsman to score run- 
ners and to become a base runner him- 
self. In the former capacity he must hit, 
but in the latter role he can get his base 
without hitting. 

A base on balls is the principal means 
for doing this, and good headwork fre- 
quently bluffs a “pass” out of a good 
pitcher. 

The “waiting game,” however, is a bad 
one. It is “nuts’’ for the pitcher, who 
merely has to lay them over. If, however, 
the batter is alert to take chances of a 
hit, and he can make the pitcher think 
he is game to do it, the advantage is to 
the batter. There are stereotyped rules in | 
this respect, but after all it is judgment | 
and not rules that make a ball player 
great. 

Getting hit with the ball is another play, | 
but this is illegal and dangerous. A player | 
once hurt by a pitched ball is seldom the. 
same again. 

Practice is the “open sesame”’ to the mys- 
teries of batting. You will find from prac- 
tice things which cannot possibly be told 
or described.
